If this is true of science it Is un- 
doubtedly true of the other faculties. 
The work that stud-nts of the Arts 
and Law faculties are required to do 
tends to train stulents along these 
lines, but they too can learn much 
from un interchange of ideas on the 
floor of the Parliament. 

Hut you say there Is still one facul- 
ty left and these argumenta do not 
apply to v lt. The medical faculty has 
not the ssene problems with which to 
contend. Thul depends. Many mem- 
bers of the medical profession have 
arisen to the highest honors in the 
affairs of the State. The ex-Mayor ol 
Montreal hus the nonor to belong to 
that faculty, and anyone in such u 
rct'ponsihle position may even have 
greater tasks to perfo.-m than that of 
convincing a Hoard of Directors. He 
will have to convince the electorate 
and should be be fortunate enough 
to win their upprovjl he will require 
a well-informed mind with power to 
express the Itnowladje which he has 

acquired. 

The Mock Parliament affords an

Kver since Ihe foundation of ihe Mc- 
Uill University Observatory in 1*75 
minute records bearing on weather 
cc editions have been kept. The mean 
I of nil temperatures for each one nt 
these fourteen thousand odd days 
shows that on an average Mont renters 
have revelled at 42 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

The standing of the barometer has 
averaged 29. 'i»; inches Of mercury. The 
h h mid it v lias been three-fourths or 
seventy-five per cent., while tho wind 
has leisurely swept paat nt fourteen 
miles an hour. Knch year has seen 
an average fall of twenty-nine Inchos 
of rnln, while poor hen-pecked hub- 
bies have shovelled ten feet of snow 
each winter. One foot of snow aver- 
ages one inch of water when melted, 
■n the rainfall annually may he taken 
as approximately forty-one inches.

I'ro! Freud says that all the mater- 
I ial composing the contents of Jhe 
I dream originates in the experience ot 
the dreamer; perhaps in little Inci- 
dents belonging to some forgotten 
] past, which become strangely Inter- 
I woven and are made to live again In a 
j different setting. 

Moreover, dreams are always rela- 
; ted Intimately to one's personality ; 
I "are absolutely egotistic," to use 
Kreud's words. The behavior of the 
memory In dreams is "surely most sig- 
nificant for every theory of memory 
in general. It lea:h;s us that nothing 
Which we have on?o psychically pos- 
sessed is ever entirely lost." 

Dr. I'Veud has been y really criti- 
cized for many of Ills postulates, but 
for none of them has he. found u great- 
er number of controversialists than for 
l:ls dictum that "A dream is but tho 
fulfilment of a wish; .... even 
painful and fearful dreams may be 
discovered to be wish fulfilment upon 
interpretation." This he attempts to 
explain by assuming a manifest and 
a latent dream content. 

''Please observe," he says, "that our 
doctrine does not rest upon an accept- 
ance ol the manifest dream content

This Is a very Interesting and timely 
book. The author occupies the chair 
ol . moral philosophy In McGill Uni- 
versity, Montreal, and so Is to some 
extent In personal touch with the new 
phases of philosophy on the other side 
of the Atlantic. Hut he has been 
brought up under the Influence ol 
Calrd and Green, and owes his In- 
troduction to philosophy to the Neo- 
tlegeliun movement, and Idealism 
ot a sort still claims his allegiance. 
He Is therefore able to do Justice to 
both the old and the new — by no means 
an easy thing for a critic of philoso- 
phies. His antecedents serve him well 
In the spcflul purpose which he has 
In mind — to examine "the Pragmatlst 
philosophy in Its relations to older 
and newer tendencies In the thought 
and practice of mankind." The his- 
tory of thought Is not made tip of 
truths and heresies, for new systems 
spring out of a new Impulse which Is 
commonly born of new conditions, and 
so represent a new fact for thought 
to deal with. Pragmatism is not, as 
some conservatives would have us 
think, a mere remnant of original sin; 
It has Its vogue because It appeals 
to some want left unsatisfied by the 
other creeds. Professor Caldwell at- 
tempts to solve this want, and to 
show how universal It Is at the mo 
ment. Wo llnd It in the speculation 
of every country, In literature. In so- 
cial Ideals; we llnd II, loo, In past 
thought, for the most mushroom of 
creeds is long descended; we llnd even 
many of Its contentions admitted by 
the Inlollcctuallsm which Is arrayed 
against It. It Is always valuable lo 
have a doctrine "orientated" anil Its 
affiliations explained, and Pragmatism 
needs this especially, for It is less a 
high road of thought than a line con- 
necting rail-heads, like the Capo-to- 
t'airo Hallway. As one of Us own 
prophets has said, II Is "Chiefly a cor-

I i general we may say that dreams 
an physiologic, but may hive a path- 
ologic origin. They are not an évi- 
dence of deep, restful sleep, but often 
leave the wuker more tired train when 
lui lay down. Frequently some bodily 
condition Is constantly telegraphing 



that a true philosophy must serve not 
only as a rational system for the In- 
tellect, but as a motive lor conscious 
human activity. Its "ethos" Is vol- 
nutnrlst and humanistic. In an inter- 
esting chapter Professor Caldwell 
ShpWS how this attitude is not con- 
lined to America and Dr. Schiller's 
Oxford disciples. In France, thinkers 
like Renouvler. Boilti'oux, Bergson ami 
Poiricafc are all to some extent indc- 

Icrmlnlst, and M. Blondel bas a creed 



lately between theoretical and prac- 
tical considerations." 

In a critical chapter lie points out 
what has been frequently said he- 
ure— that Pragmatism hus no ade- 
quate criterion of truth, that It has 
no adequate theory of reality, that the 
consequences" by whL'h it proposes 
to test truth are left unexplained,' and 
that it breaks down completely In the 
realm of ethics. To such logical anu 
metaphysical difficulties the Pragma- 
lists have never made any «crions an- 
swer; indeed, there are passages In 
William James where he seems to 
glory In the philosophical insecurity 
of his system. But the Wet remains 
that here Is a movem-.'tit which Uvea 
and grows because It emphasizes sume- 
thlng which the great system-makers 
were inclined to neglect. 

Professor Caldwell seeks to express 
Its value, and defects lit- three chap- 
ters, which deal with It as Humanism, 
as Americanism, and in Its relation lo 
current Rationalism. True Humanism 
he defines tentatively as the Identity 
of the desirable and the Intelligible. 
As Humanism, Pragmatism fails to 
see that in the highest reaches of our 
active life great controlling Ideas like. 
"Justice" and "courage" have a value 
Independently of any consequences 
oilier than those of lhair realization in 
the purposes of mankind. That is Its 
weakness; Its strength Is that It sees 
reality not as the content of the con- 
sciousness of the .Individual thinker, 
but as the common life of activity aim 
experience that we as Individuals 
share with other Individuals. It is 
thus a true "approach" to philosophy, 
whatever Its Structural defects. The 
second of these chapters shows us 
Pragniall&m as a natural outcome of 
contemporary conditions in America, 
where philosophy has to compete ac- 
tively with other studies, and Its pro- 
fessors have to "make good" in a way 
unknown in our slower World. The 
American mind is concrete, empirical, 
il lover of novelty, believing In prac- 
tical returns, essent I illy eclectic, high- 
ly conscious of social relations; and 
so also Is Pragmatism. It Is démocra- 
te, too, basing itself upon the ordin- 
ary life of tlio average man, and hav- 
ing none of the "scholastic and Pro- 
crustean altitude to 'acts" if Ration- 
alism. It has taught us that in the 
truest sense Philosophy "can begin 
anywhere." This attitude is a valu- 
able contribution lo tho' World's 
thought, but H needs a corrective: 

'Like Americanism in general (which 
began, of course,, as a revolutionary 
and a "llbcratlonist" policy), Pragma- 
tism is Inclined In some ways to jma'ko 
too much of people's rights and In-

between truth and reality. There is 
cleurlv volition or aim. for example, 
In the search alter truth.

"He lias 
indeed inaugurated for us, that read- 
ing of the. 'theory of knowledge' in 
terms of the "theory df life.' which Is 
the truc sud real continuation of the 
critical work of 'Kant." Professor 
Caldwell Is a luc)d and well-informed 
student of thought, and. he has written 
11 book which is 'of far greater interest 
than the mere coptr iversial treatise, 
for it explains the origins and circum- 
stances of a popular mode of thought. 
Mis critical work Is ' useful, but his 
historical orientation )s the more val- 
uable purl of his task. He shows Ills 
"humanism" by his a.mplo notes, where 
he draws illustrative matter not only 
from the philosophical classics, but 
from most domains of human activity.

Into the hands of anyone who finds 
the "dispersion and distraction" of 
modern thought a llfflcull world lo 
move in.

The wonderful productiveness of the 
Canadian sea shores Is such that the 
lobster Industry Is still carried on 
on a vast scale, and the total money 
value of the lobster fishery Is greater 
than ever, hut the annual returns are 
really misleading, because, while the 
supply of lobsters Is declining, the 
price hus so materially advanced that 
the total value Is greater to-day than 
at any previous period. Thus, In 18S0 
lobsters brought J5 a case, whereas 
1 : 1 s t year the. price realized was nearly 
lour times that amount. 

In the ea se of the oypter. although 
the number of barrels annually pro- 
duced on the Canadian beds Is only 
hair what It was ten years ago, the 
price per barrel has Increased In about 
the same ratio as the price of lobsters, 
and Is now four or live times what It 
was In 18S0. 

The following points are worthy of 
attention In considering the present 
condition of the lobster. Industry: 



1. The size of lobsters has' materially 
declined, great- catches being or very 
much smaller average size than in for- 
mer years, while the' fishing operations 
are carried on over a very' much larger 
i.rca, and with grbatlr Increased num- 
ber of traps, and In deeper water, and. 
In must' districts, with the assistance 
of motor' boats.- ' ' ' 

- The 'traps used are more effect- 
ive and destructive than formerly, and 
the parlor and other forms of trap 
have replaced the lobster pot used In 
past '.Veiirs. ' 

:t. There Is a tendency 'In some lo- 
calities to Increase the small canneries, 
and in such canneries to either pack 
the fishermen's catches on share or 
to pack them for the fishermen, charg- 
ing a rate agreed upon for the cost of 
cans and the labor. 

4. While the size limit has been Ig- 
nored, and was practically a dead let- 
ter when various size limits were In 
force In the different lobster districts, 
the fishermen realize that the taking 
ol small lobsters has been detrimental. 
In such localities as the shores of 
Grand Manan Island a large, size limit 
seems to have been observed. It Is 
a widespread opinion that by return- 
ing small lobsters to the water and 
marketing only the large lobsters, the 
value of the catch has beçn Increased. 
But, In general, fishermen do not fa- 
vor a size limit, and some canneries 
would tor a time he closed were the 
eight or nine-Inch limit enforced gen- 
erally. All, however, are convinced 
lhat the berried lobster — the female 
lobster cnrrylng eggs— must be pro- 
tected.

150 YEARS AGO

One hundred and fifty years ago to- 
day occurred the burning of Harvard 
Hall, without doubt the greatest calam- 
ity In "'the history of the College, In 
that disastrous fire of January 2-1,1 
17t>4, were destroyed the library and 
scientific apparatus which had been I 
of such vital Importance to the growth ; 
of the College; amopg the books lost 
were those which John Harvard had 
made over to the College at Its founda- 
tion 128 years before. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE KIRU. 

The following account Is taken from 
a letter written by Mrs. Mascaretic, 
daughter of President Holyokc: 

"Cambrldgu. Jan. 30, 1764. 
"To Mr. John Mascarone, London: 

"I last Saturday received your No. 
115 by the Harlot Packet which was 
a cordial to tnc for It seemed a long 
time since I had the pleasure of a 
letter. . . . On Tuesday night about 
12 o'clock. In the severest snow storm 
I ever remember, I heard the cry of 
Pire: one moment brought me to the 
window, when I saw the old Harvard 
College on fire, and it was with the 
utmost difficulty they saved the other 
hulldlnss. .Stouffhton was on lire an 
hour, Massachusetts catched In three 
places, and Hollls Is burnt much, at 
the Southwest corner. There was 
ROthlng saved In old College except a 
bed or two, the whole Library, except 
Borne bookr lent out. was demolished 
and the whole apparatus, Mr. Han- 
cock, who lodged out. on account of 
the storm, lost everything except the 
clothes he had on; this Is a most ter- 
rible accident, thl? library In which so 
many valuable Hooks, ancient manu- 
scripts, the labour of the learned, and 
the work of ages, in a few hours turned 
to arhes. Our College Is now poorer 
than any on the Continent— we are 
all real mourners on this occasion and 
1 doubt not your attachment to alma 
mater will make you feel sorrowful 
upon this conflagration. As to Father, 
he had very near lost hi.-, life on the 
occasion; the. snow was In drifts In 
many places four and live feet high. 
Papa went thro it all nothing more 
upon him than he sits In the house. I 
think I never saw so great a strife 
of elements before; It Is supposed the 
Fire began In the Ileum under the 
hearth of the Library. The- Oov'r & 
a great number of the court assisted 
In extinguishing the Fire, It being va- 
cation and no person In the College. 
I hope the King will give something 
to repair the loss as he has never 
done anything yet for the. College. Mr. 
Wlnthrop thinks that ;i Hd pd sterl'g 
would buy a complete apparatus, and 
there are Books which are of no great 
act. in a private gentleman's Library, 
which are ornamental and useful to an 
ancient and Public one. Any wealthy 
lady that Is minded to make her Fame 
Immortal cant have a more favorable 
opportunity.

CAMEOS COMING 

BACK TO FAVOUit 



Cameos have returned to popular 
favor, In the '50s these were ordered 
and bought as ordinary Jewelry, tint 
the women of tu-duy have to search 
about and "pick them up." No con« 
noisseur Mould care for anything bin 
Hie "real old genuine article," and 
t'icy. like most antiques, need limling. 

A short time ago, In lore the call for 
Cameos had set In, they might have 
been found lying discarded In a deal- 
er's tray of' oddments and picked up 
for a song, but now the price has pone 
up. says the New York Tribune. Half 
a century ago they were very expen- 
sive ornaments, and the cost of a well 
executed cameo, with tho head of a 
sinsle tlgure on It, varied between 160 
and $100, and that wa.s considered 
cheap in comparison with previous 
prices. An old Jewel box, with con- 
tents beloved by a grandmother, may 
yield treasure trove in the shape of a, 
valuable carving. 

Do you recognise a cameo when you 
see It, or, like many people, vaguely 
Wonder what it Is made of'.' The fin- 
est specimens are graven on onyx, but 
the engravers gave a wider significa- 
tion to the name onyx, and included 
all stones formed of different colored 
layers, or strata, such as tho sard 
onyx and the carnelian onyx. The 
onyit which we are Chiefly familiar 
With Is dark brown and white, and ii 
good specimen possesses four zones, 
or strata, in the two shades. The 
stones are found In the form ot round 
pebbles, and the largest true onyx 
sajd to exist, when the art of cameo 
carving 1 was at Its height, was the 
GonzagM > cameo, In the imperial col- 
lection at St. Petersburg. It was 11 
by !t Inches, and engraved with tho 
Apotheosis of Augustus. 

The artist, when working onyx stone. 
Marled on one that had been ground 
and highly polished, with the white

OXFORD'S CHANCES AT PENN. 



Probably no department of muni- 
cipal activity has developed with such 
remarkable strides in the last fifteen 
years as has the movement to provide 
places for public recreation. From 
one city having one public playground 
lu 1SII8, the work lias developed until 
In mil there were 342 cities maintain- 
ing Ï.40Ï regularly supervised play- 
grounds and social centres. During 
1913 seventy cities opened playgrounds 
for the first time, and six million 
dollars were spent In maintaining the 
playgrounds throughout the year. In 
Canada, fourteen cities spent over 
$13S,i'0i) In recreation. One of the tlrst 
acts of the new Mayor of New York 
City. John I'urroy Mltchel, was to 
Instruct his new park commissioner 
"to make it a special part or his work 
to study til'' whole question of the 
recreational need of the city." To- 
ronto has this last week raised Its 
annual appropriation for playgrounds 
to $25,000 for 1914. In even' city of 
any considerable size on tun conti- 
nent the BltUâtlOn Is the pâme; a most 
remarkable growth Is evident. 

Coincident with this development 
there has arisen a great demand 'or 
trained play-leadera, both men and 
women. In the 342 cities reporting 
rlayground activities this last ysr 
there were employed »>.3t S paid work- 
er^ of which 2.402 were men nnd «,*5< 
were women. In 83 cities there were 
774 teachers giving their full time to 
the work. Special significance Is to 
he attached to the facts that whereas 
It Is generally recogniïed that evtiy 
city needs play centres throughout the 



year, yet only 68 cities out ol 312 re- 
ported their centres open t'r.c en' ic 
year. Indications point to a rap. i « x • 
tension of supervised recréai lui In 
the coming year, which meanJ that 
the already heavy demand for tcii'.iel 
workers will be increased rutiler than 
diminished, 

Training centres for leathers are 
springing up— particularly In the larger 
universities. Experience has i >; ;»d 
the conclusion that successful play* 
leaders need a very definite and s>i< - 
clal training. Not only must they un- 
derstand the Importance and cnir.vc- 
ter of the various play Interests of 
childhood, bin must have .in alert 
knowledge of child nature, must have 
a broad sympathy and keen social in- 
sight. Such persons will find a wi le- 
open door to social service as play- 
leaders among the children, as depart- 
ment supervisors In highly organized 
systems, or as general secretaries In 
controlling the great variety of rec- 
reational Interests to be found In I irge 
cities to-dliv. 

Mc(«ill University lias takci its 
place as the foremost. If tint thé ",i'v. 

university In Canada to undertake this 

work. The McOill School of PhysiC.il 
Education, In co-operation wlt'i Ihe 
Montreal Parks and Playground* As- 
sociation, offers a course of training 
for social workers. This course beg.m 
on January H. and wdll cover 11 per: id 
of fifteen weeks. Lectures and prac- 
tical classes are held on Mondays and 

Thursdays at 4 and .'1 o'clock, find 1 n 
alternate Saturdays from 9 1 1 II 
o'clock at the Royal Victoria TollcgO. 
The course Is open -to men and wom- 
en, and Is planned to meet th^ ne«d 
of special training for those who wl3h 



to undertake work in boys' or gills' 
dubs, playgrounds, social" centre , of 
any kind dealing with groups of chil- 
dren. The practical side of this wjrk 
Is strongly emphasised, as the demand 
for efficient leathers Is Increasing, and 
special training is necessary for muc- 

cess. 

The Montreal Parks and Playgrounds 
Association will be milking appoint* 
menta for next summer's playgrounds, 

at salaries varying from |S0 to $7.1 11 
month, for periods ranging from one 
to five months. They will give pref- 
erence to applicants who have token 
this course (or an equivalent). 

The subjects Included In the course 
are the meaning of education, educa- 
tional psychology, psychology of piny, 
the practical conduct of playgrounds, 
first aid to the injured, the machinery 
and framework of the body, games anil 
athletics for girls, games and athletics 
for boys, folk dunces, kindergarten 
games and songs, manual work or 
handiwork, story telling, etc. As the 
subjects follow in sequence, students 
not taking the full course are able to 
' loin at any time and take partial 
i work, further Information can be bad 
'from either Miss 1 'artw right, physical 

director, Royal victoria College, or 
from T. McC, Pluck,, recreational sec- 
retary of the Parks and Playgrounds 
Associa t Ion.

His first lleu- 
t, mint will be Nonn in S. Tabor, 
HI. odes Scholar from Brown Univers- 
ity winner of the 1913 A. A. U. mile 
championship, and 11 number of Am- 
erican intercollegiate titles. G. M. 
Sproule, captain of the Oxford cross- 
country team nnd '.th-ides Scholat 
from Australia, will ie the third man, 
while Ba«i1 Kudd. <"f South Africa, also 

a holder of a Rhod ?s Scholarship, will 

« inplete the tesln. 

It thus happens Mnt by a peculiar 
coincidence Oxford nus a quorette of 
mile runners drawn fr.'tn Ihe four cor- 
ners of the world, everyone of which 
can run the mile in four minutes 
twenty seconds or better. All have 
figured prominently in the fall sports 
of the English UnlVerajty, and because 
of their varied expert Mice In national 
and International competition, wdli 
firm a most formidable team, both 
from the poiW of tine and steadiness. 
Jackson nnd Tabor nave repeatedly 
run the mile between I 18 and 4.20. and 
at-" excellent Judges of pace and spurt 
Kudd was originally a half miler. with 
a rerord of 1.50. but lias shown the 
speed and endurance necessary for the 
mile In the longer trials Sproule Is 
ii long distance! winner, for whom the 
mile is an ensv run. and he possesses 
a burst of speed at the finish that 
makes bun appear .ike a sprinter In 
the final one hundred yards.
